Mother continues working 
to fence Perrine Coulee

TWIN i'ALLS - Water coursing 
tiirqugh irrigation canals can be almost ir- 
resistible to kids of all ages, 

Laura Bashlinc knows this only too 
well. 

Last May, Bashline's daughter Jordan 
drowned in the Perrine Coulee running 
through Twin Falls. There was no fence, 
but plenty of tall weeds obscured the 
bank where Jordan. 2, fell into the coulee. 

So Bashline took it upon herself to be- 
gin a fencing project that would raise 
questions, generate lieahaclic and annoy 
neighbors. 

The area where her daughter drowned 

- near Alta Drive and Momingsidc Drive 

- is now fenced. Also due to Bushline’s 
efforts, a city ordinance now prohibits 
playing in and around canals. 


Bashlinc has received $6,209 in private 
donaiioiLS for the fence project. She has 
spent $3,150 fencing 775 feel along the 
coulee. , 

Bashlinc wanted high-traffic areas, 
fenced lifsl. 1'hcse included tlic cast side 
of the YMCA and the cul-de-sa'c off 
Momingside Drive. 

] ier next fencing project will be at the 
corner of Glizabelh and Mudrona, where 
a concrete. wall standing barely tall 
separates cur.s and children from the 
canal. 

The Junior Club ofTwin Falls is donat- 
ing $3,000 to Bashlinc 's project ond has 
said that the project will be targeted dur- 
ing the club’s 1 993 fimd-raiscr. 

Bashlinc has found that many 
landowners and homeowners are reluc- 
tant to allow their properties along the 
coulee to be fenced. Some have told 


Bashlinc that the. fencing will prevent 
them from keeping their land kempt. 

Bashlinc disagrees. Oates allow 
landowners to trim their yards or burn 
weeds along the canaL sIk said. 

" She loo wants the coulee bank k^pt 
clear of weeds. Trying to find ai2-year- 
old is impossible wlien the weeds are 
taller than the child, she said. 

Jordan tloaled five blocks in I4 min- 
utes, she said. No one saw or heard lier in 
the rapidly flowing canal. 

The new fences are being installed far 
enough oway from the coulee to allow 
landdwners to take luwnmowcrs into the 
urea, she said. 

There is no inconvenience to liome- 
owners, she soid. The fence increases 
property values bccause.tbc canal is inac- 
cessible to children, and the home is 
safer, she said,

Marshals 
had been watching- the cab'ir. for 18 
months, hoping to peacefully arrest 
Weaver for failing to appear for an Febru- 
ary 1991 trial on a weapons charge. 

Weaver. 45. and Kevin Harris, 25, arc 
charged with Degan's murder. No one has 
been charged in the deaths of Samuel or 
-Mrs.-Weaver. 

Defense attorney Gerry Spence asked 
Lodge to tell the jury about the prosecu- 
tion's questionable tactics. But .Lodge de- 
clined, saying that would just put the jury 
under more pressure than it already is. 

"They have a hard cnougl|i job. ond don’t 
need any more pressure," Lodge said.

According lo Blaine County 
Deputy Prosecutor Doug Nelson, the’ 
number of <lisposiii«His in the Blaine 
County Mngistrnic Court, where 
misdemeanor cases arc tried, went 
from roughly 2.5(H) in 19KK to 4.200 
in 1992.

Keep your cool and your money - check your air conditioner

Beating the heal piis summer 
means getting your ccrfiral air condi- 
tioning into shape. 

Almost all central air-condittoninc 
experts agree that virtually every 
system needs cleaning and oiling an- 
— miallyr-What-many-won-t-tell you is 
that maintaininp.-onc.is something 
you can do yourself. But if you want 
to play_it_s^fc, a healing/cooling ex- 
pert can probably do it foi_aboiit 
SlOO, sometimes for less. , 

One of the benefits of hiring ex- 
perts is that they also cuu'perfdrina' 
checkup of the entire system. This 
procedure almost always includes a 
partial checkup of the furnace, 
•which is pan of most systems. And 
since most iimuices wx-re worked e^- 
pedally hard this past chilly winter, 
a professional checkup is probably a 
worthwhile expense. 

Here arc some ti[ls from cxperis 
for homeowners who decide to go it 
alone. You're in for a couple of 
hours of work, but you'll save mon-

back any shrubs around the coni-

Before you turn on the water, cov- 
er all parts other than the coil with a 
large piece of plastic tied'lfghtly .at 
the bottom, Thai should keep the

•• Loosen and remove any dirt from, 
the coil with the wire brush. An air 
compressor is an excellent tool to 
use to blow din from the coil. Dc 
sure to blow the din from the inside 
out. 

A strong spray of water 'f|rom a 
garden hose should remove any re- 
maining din from the coil. Place the 
.nozzle close to the back of tlie coll 
and spray from the inside out, 

Wipe away any excess water that 
may iiave landed on the inside of the 
unit.

motor. On it will l>c an oil port cov- 
ered by a metal or mblicr plug. It's 
best lo lubricate the fan with it spe- 
cial blower-fnn oil available at .some 
httrdwttrc stores and home centers.

Replace the metal hood of the' 
compressor. It’s time u> move to the 
•fumuee. Removc the furnace access 
door and e.xumine the blades of the 


f:in. Kemembcr that it’s the furnace 
fan that. actually pushes the hot air 
through the duct system. 

Tlic furnace fan looks like a cylin- 
der. Tile bbdes will run lengthwise. 
It’s possible to remove the furnace 
fan easily. Fill a laundry tub or ex- 
-tf^<«fge--bwke r - u h/f-wt4f-rni--iw%ipy 
water and let the fan soak. Most- of 
the <lin should cotne off easily with 
a mild brushing. . 

Replace the fan and the access 
door. Turn on the electrical power 
and reset the thermostat. 

The system should be ready for 
summer. At the first sign of prob- 
lems. call in a healing/cooling cx- 
pcn.
